TO THE EDITOR: 
During a recent address 
before the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, President Ford expressed 
his views on the subject of 
a m nesty for t his cou n t ry' s dr a f t 
evaders and deserters who have 
fled to foreign countries. These 
remarks by our President are a 
cause of serious concern to the 
members of this Post. 
Although President Ford did 
indicate that some form of 
compensatory work was to be 
considered for these people, 
rather than unconditional 
amnesty, the adverse impact of 
such action must be seriously 
considered in light of both its 
immediate and future con­ 
sequences First, the reaction of 
those now honorably serving in 
this country’s armed forces 
must be considered. No matter 
howf these people may have 
entered the armed services, 
draft or volunteer, they are 
collectively maintaining the 
military defenses of the United 
States. A number of them, 
whether they realize it or not, 
are serving in the military in 
place of those who fled this 
country rather than serve. It 
can be reasonably assumed that 
the families of these service 
people are also aware of this 
fact. Compensatory work for 
those who fled such obligations 
and service would be of small 
comfort, to service personnel 
and their families. Secondly, 
and of prime importance to the 
future security of the United 
States the most certain adverse 
effect on our “ all volunteer 
military force” must be con­ 
sidered and dealt with. The all­

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Economist Heller States Views At 
Ford’s Pre-Summit Economy Talks

WASHINGTON (U P h 
Economist Walter W 
Heller 
looked across the massive table 
and told the President his 
economic ideas were narrow, 
old fashioned, perhaps naive 
Around the table, 48 others 
looked on. Television cameras 
caught the scene, photogra 
phers took pictures, reporters 
took notes. 
Heller said President Ford 
was looking only at inflation 
“Public Enemy No 1" 
and 
not at the simultaneous ache of 
economic stagnation 
The government would have 
to do more than simply cut its 
budget and tighten its belt, he 
said “We can’t let inflation fill 
the whole field of our vision” 
He looked Ford in the eye 
“This may go against your 
free market grain, Mr Presi­ 
dent,” he said, and continued 
the lecture 
the Wage Pnce 
Stabilization Council 
“needs 
clout,” Ford must use “the club 
in 
the closet” 
to control 
business and labor appetites 
Ford could not let the budget 
bear the entire burden of 
coping with an inflation caused 
by other factors 
food shor­ 
tages, an oil cartel, and two 
devaluations of the dollar 
Ford should cut payroll taxes 
for workers, tax auto horsepow 
er to save gasoline, increase 
taxes on the rich, Heller said 
“If we just declare a total 
war on inflation without taking 
care of the casualties, we’re 
going to feel a backlash," he 
said. 
He said as a Democrat he 
was almost reluctant to give 
such advice —it would elect 
Ford in 1976. If Ford ignores 
the advice, he said, the 
economists would be called 
back next year “for the second 
annual economic conference.” 
Ford listened without com­ 
ment, and without flinching. He 
called on George P. Shultz, 
form er treasury secretary 
Shultz disagreed with most of 
what Heller had said 
He offered another prescrip­ 
tion. “I'm distressed to set1 the 
wage-price controls head stick 
up again,” he said “I thought 
we learned that lesson.” 
Before 
Washington 
starts 
telling businessmen when they 
cannot raise prices and workers 
when to forego raises, he said, 
perhaps it should confer with 
businessmen and workers. 
There was no anger in the 
moment, no tension. It was a 
frank, open disagreement over 
what course the government 
should take to cope with the 
worst peacetime rate of infla­ 
tion in U.S. history. 
Ford showed no impatience 
with the conflicting advice, 
prom ising to read the (ran 
script of that part of the 
discussions he missed in the 
daylong meeting in the East 
Boom. 
It was a White House scene 
the nation never had seen 
before. If aides disagree with 
the chief executive, they do so 
privately. Here were advisers 
openly, bluntly talking to a 
President, disagreeing among 
themselves. 
The clash of ideas occurred 
at the first of 12 presummit 
meetings to be held here and in 
seven other cities over the next 
three weeks, climaxing Sept 
27'-28 at the national summit 
conference on inflation. 
Businessmen, farm leaders, 
homebuilders, bankers are to 
attend the future sessions This 
one was for economists 
Ford said he wanted results, 
not just talk “What we wan! 
are some right answers, 
he 
said. "We can t waste tim e 
stating 
and 
restating 
the 
problem s The problems are 
obvious, painful and perplex 
m g” 
If the economists succeed, he 
said, “I can promise you there 
will be statues of each of you in 
every city park 
“Economics will never again 
be called a dismal science, nor 
will politicians, it we succeed, 
ever dare again to hide behind 
the old alibi that the people just 
don’t understand economics 
“The people understand eco 
noiincs very, very well and 
they are sick and tired ot 
having politics played with 
their pocket books 
In their long din of debatí* 
that followed, the economists 
reached some agreement, more 
so on the outlook than on 
solutions 
They generallv agieed that 
the double digit inflation rate is 
likely to decline next year but 
not by much, perhaps to a high 
single digit rate

“The American citizen is not 
getting his money’s worth for 
the roughly 40 per cent of his 
money that is being spent for 
him by state, local and federal 
governments,” he told Ford. 
Arthur okun of the Brookings 
Institution

meeting for Ford Most of those 
present agreed the Federal 
Reserve Board 
whose chair­ 
man, Arthur Burns, skipped 
most of the day’s debate 
should ease up on money 
controls, allowing bunks to lend 
more, allow ing interest rates to 
fall, so as to get the home 
building industry out of its 
depression. 
Some felt banks should be 
compelled to lend a portion of 
their funds to home buyers, 
even if they could earn more by 
lending elsewhere. 
As for cutting the federal 
budget, Okun summarized, the 
group mostly doubted Ford’s 
projected $5.5 billion cut would 
achieve much. 
The stress was “on discipline, 
realism, long-range control" of 
the budget, and away from 
“accounting gimmicks’’ which 
claim nonexistent savings. 
Inflation must be attacked on 
all fronts simultanousely, Okun 
said. 
But 
at 
the same time, 
“painkillers” were needed for 
its worst victims 
beefed up 
welfare 
and 
food 
stamps 
programs, longer unemploy­ 
ment benefits, the creation of 
maybe 800,000 jobs for local 
government paying $5,000 a 
year for those thrown out of 
work as the number of new' 
workers increases and the 
number of jobs stays stagnant. 
Okun said there was wide 
agreement that the government 
“unwittingly” created inflation. 
It raises costs. Quotas keep 
low price steel and cheese out 
of the market Freight regula­ 
tions prohibit price competition,

market, boosting the price of 
oranges needlessly and ar 
lifically, Shultz complained 
Okun said the group agreed 
the government could help 
industry expand, boosting out

Antitrust enforcement could 
spur greater competition Hen 
drik Houthakker of Harvard, 
former Nixon administration 
economist, suggested breaking

He also urged election cam ­ 
paign reform to make members 
of Congress less dependent on 
contributions from industries 
which then come looking for 
subsidies or protection. 
Okun said the consensus saw 
a threat that workers would see 
their buying power diminish 
and demand big, inflationary 
“catch up" raises. 
The AFL-CIO’s Nat Goldfin- 
ger said today’s wage earner 
had the same buying power he 
had in 1965, “nine long years 
ago.” 
But with unemployment ri­ 
sing, opportunities to win wage 
increases will vanish, frustrat­ 
ing workers, Okun said 


One solution that was ad 
vanced called for striking a 
bargain with labor: if workers 
would forego big wage sett­ 
lements, the government in 
turn would cut payroll taxes for 
those earning under $15,000 
(making up the lost revenue 
with a tax hike for those over 
$15,000).

year. The individual he trained 
to take his place, retiring after 
30 years service, receives a 
lifetime pension of $10,654, a 
difference of m ore than twice 
the pension of the m an who 
trained him. A Chief W arrant 
Officer with 30 y ea rs service 
prior to 1958, receiver $8,094 per 
y e a r,

Page®Increases In Doctor Bills, 
Hospital Costs, No Help To Aged

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Re­ 
cord-breaking increases in doc­ 
tor bills and hospital costs are 
making it very hard for the 
poor and the aged to get by, 
says Health, Education and 
Welfare Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger. 
Since economic controls were 
lifted April 30, physicians’ fees 
have increased 19.1 per cent a 
year and hospital charges 17.7 
per cent, he said, while 
inflation for the whole economy 
was increasing 12.5 per cent. 
“Even during the medical 
cost inflation which followed 
the introduction of Medicare 
and Medicaid, increases in 
doctor bills came now'here near 
the record-breaking rises we 
see now,” Weinberger told the 


American Association of Medi­ 
cal Clinics Thursday. 
Now, with national health 
insurance legislation on the 
horizon —although passage of a 
bill appears unlikely this year 
—continued price hikes threat­ 
en doctors, hospitals and others 
with new government controls, 
Weinberger said. 
“The danger is that substan­ 
tial increases in the cost of 
health care, such as those we 
are now experiencing, could 
lead to public demand to limit 
the independence traditionally 
accorded to providers of health 
care and to broaden the extent 
of federal intervention in the 
operation of America’s health 
care system,” he said.

Possible Police Involvement 
In Fatal Beating To Be Probed

NEWARK, N.J. (UPI) - 
Authorities have opened an 
investigation into possible po­ 
lice involvement in the death of 
a man fatally injured at the 
height of rioting in the Puerto 
Rican community earlier this 
w'eek. 
David Perez, 30, died in a 
hospital Thursday of a hem- 
morrhage resulting from a 
fractured skull. 
Perez was the second man to 
die during the violence, which 
began Sunday when mounted 
police broke up an illegal 
gambling game at a festival in 
Branch Brook Park. 
The body of Fernando Ro­ 
driguez DeCordova, a factory 
hand, was discovered Tuesday 
near Thomas Street, scene of 
some police-rioter confronta­ 
tions. 
He had been shot with 12- 
gauge buckshot, the same size 
used by some officers during 
the disorders. 
The investigation will be 
carried out by Essex County 
Prosecutor Joseph P. Lordi. 
Perez was hit on the head 
Monday when police cleared a 
crowd of about 1,000 from the 
steps of City Hall and chased 
them after rocks were thrown 
at the building’s windows. 
Police Director Hubert Wil­ 
liams declined to link the two 
deaths to the riots pending 
completion of the investigation 


He said a Newark 
homicide squad and the Bureau 
of Internal Affairs would look 
into the death. 
He also announced the city’s 
1,400 policemen would go back 
to normal eight-hour shifts and 
keep their shotguns in the 
trunks of their patrol cars as 
calm returned to New Jersey’s 
largest city . 
The police had been working 
12 hours a day since the trouble 
began. 
The city had been plaguec 
with looting, window-smashing 
and 
firebombing

Wednesday. 
Earlier Thursday, the Puerti 
Rican Congress of New Jersey 
called for "an end to police 
brutality and repression” ant 
the removal of some 50 police 
officers from the vicinity of the 
low-income Columbus Homes 
project.

States With Lotteries Under 
Attorney General Saxbe Probe

WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
Attorney General William B. 
Saxbe brings a civil suit 
against the 13 states that 
operate lotteries, there’s a good 
chance there’ll be a fight. 
A UPI survey indicates that 
most of them believe their 
lottery statutes are within the 
law'. 
State representatives come to 
Washington today to meet with 
Saxbe on the subject. 
Saxbe said last week 100-year 
old federal laws ban mailing or 
broadcasting lottery informa 
tion and moving lottery equip­ 
ment in interstate commerce 
He also said it was illegal for 
federally chartered banks to 
participate. 
“There is a distinct possibili­ 
ty that there are violations of 
the federal code,” Saxbe said, 
adding that if that was so he 
would have to sue 
Saxbe wants Congress to 
rectify the situation and he 
says no suits will be' filed until 
his lawyers study the situation 
Peter S. Mills, the U.S. 


attorney for Maine, started the 
controversy by challenging the 
use of banks in Maine as 
depositories for lottery funds. 
He said he would enforce the 
law and the banks sued. 
Rep. Paul Findley, E-Ill., 
said Thursday he found another 
violation: the Connecticut lot­ 
tery, he charged, had received 
a first-class postal permit and 
was mailing applications to 
Illinois residents. 
The Postal Service has said 
state lotteries were being 
treated like any other lottery 
and could not use the mails. 
The states involved are
